SAVING WITHOUT 
SCRIMPING

Every member of the family has 
a place in his heart for the daily 
ration of eggs. Bacon and eggs, dad 
finds, stick to him 
through a hard 
morning’s work. A 
“soft-cooked” egg 
just follows nat- 
‘urally after little 
Janes orange 
juice. A _ fluffy 
omelet is a weekly 
substitute for meat 
in many house- 
holds, In summer 
there are countless 
3 ways in which to 

eB use eggs in salad 
forms. Devilled eggs, egg and tomato 
salad, egg and vegetable salad com- 
binations ... what delightful hot-day 
dishes they are, and how easy to 
prepare. , 

This. season an important point 
about eggs is their low price. Do 
you realize that eggs are approach- 
ing their pre-war level? But that 
does not mean that we should sbuy 
fancy eggs for every purpose. That 
is ah unnecessary expenditure in 
these slack times when a little nesi- 
egg saved by the careful homemaker 
may tide the family over difficult 
weeks of unemployment or illness. 

But let’s suggest to the two points 
about eggs which many homemak- 
ers overlook, and thereby fall into 
habits of extravagance . . Those 
points are .. . how to buy eggs 
and how to keep them. They should 
always be stored in the refrigerator 
or in some other dry, cool place that 
is free from odors, for the shells are 
porous and absorb strong, @jection- 
able odors, 

The color of the eggshells varies 
with the breed of the hen; but since 
color does not indicate the food value 
of an egg, it is neither necessary 
nor economical to pay for a _ pre- 
ferred shade, whether it be white or

They wou!d 
be ideal for use in cooked recipes, 
but are not appetizing when eaten 
alone. All eggs, however, must be 
fresh, or well stored. in order to be 


good for any use—even in cooking. | 


You cau easily learn to recognize 
the different grades. 


'a boiled egg of just the right “turn. 
A new-laid egg | 


appears semi-transparent, ranging in | 


tint from pinkish-yellow. if a white 
egg, to pink if a light brown egg, 
and to deep pink if a veiy brown 
egg. As an egg ages, the yolk be- 
comes more opaque and shows a defi- 
nite outline; the weakening of the 
white permits the yolk to sink toward 
the shell; later on the yolk rests 
on the shell, and at last adheres to 
it. The yolk sack weakens, also, and 
is likely to break when the er¢ is 
opened. Eggs with adhering yolks 
are really not fit for consumption. 
If only whites of eggs are used in 
cooking such as cake-baking, be care- 
ful not to break the yolks; put them 
in as small a container as possible, 


‘and then cover them with water so 


they will not Jose their moisture and 
become dry. The next day when 
making *muffins, custard, or even 
scrambled eggs these yolks may be 
used,

Hearing Is Set Today on Protest 


Of Hall County 


Highway Award 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., May 15.— 
Hearing on a temporary injunction re- 
straining the county board of commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues from 
using any funds to pay the M. R. 
Woodall Company for grading on a 
link of the Gainesville-Dawsonville 
highway is scheduled in the county 
courthouse here Saturday. 

The action is expected to test the 
legality of county commissioners let- 
ting or subletting a contract without 
competitive. bids. Work on the high- 
way was begun last Monday. 

The petition, signed by 98 taxpay- 
ing citizens of Hall county, alleges 
that a majority of the commissioners 
voted to award the contract to the M. 
R. Woodall company over the record- 
ed protest of one of the commission- 
ers, who avers that his protesting 
vote was registered because he be- 
lieved competitive bidding would save 
the county money. 


The petition further sets forth that 
this specific contract involves an ex- 
penditure of upward of $20,000 and is 
part of a project that will cost approx- 
imately $100,000. It is charged that 
the majority of the commissioners in- 
tend to let the entire contract to the 
Woodall company and that the letting 
of each or any contract without com- 
petitive bids is illegal. The contract 
does not eall for a bond from the 
Woodall company, it is also charged. 

Further allegations are made against 
the majority of the commissioners to 


the effect that negotiations were made 
with the Woodall company in private, 
and not through sealed bids or, as the 
state law provides, by public outcry 
before the doors of the courthouse. 
Appended to the petition and mark- 
ed “Exhibit A” is the contract enter- 
‘ed into with the Woodall company. It 
does not specify the amount of money 
to be spent by the county in the proj}- 
ect, but instead makes the contract 
between the state highway board and 
Hall county the contract by which the 
Woodall company shall be governed. 
The temporary restraining order 
affects, in addition to the county board 
of commissioners of roads and rev- 
enues, also Hall county and Perino 
Davis and W. T. Martin, the latter 
two being the “majority of the county 


4 commissioners” referred to in the peti- 


tion. The other commissoner, Rafe 
Banks, is not included in the petition, 
Mr. Banks, himself, as a taxpayer be- 
ing one of the signers of the petition. 

Assailing the policy of the major- 
ity of the board o county commis- 
sioners, an editorial in the Gainesville 
Eagle says: 

“Tne Eagle has been notified that 
it may be ilegal to let such a con- 
tract without competitive bidding. 
From Captain J. W. Barnett, chair- 
man of the state highway board, comes 
a letter stating that it is the policy 
of that board to let no contracts with- 
out such a procedure, and, further- 
more, that he suggested the local com- 
missioners follow the same policy.”

There is to be no more compulsory 
or required Latin for Yale students, 
beginning with the class of 1932: Like 
members of the Yale faculty who. were 
reached on Monday night, we are “un- 
willing to comment on the signifi- 
cance of the change.” Our unwilling- 
ness is based on the fact that we hate 
to see Latin dropped from the studies 
necessary to the acquisition of a de- 
gree; our reason for hating to see it 
dropped is that a lack of Latin means 
another hole in the equipment of ® 
graduate, another gap in the equip- 
ment that would make his life richer 
and his written and spoken words a 
little more coherent. 


The action taken by Yale to jettison 
Latin was taken in accordance with a 
recommendation by Dean Clarence W. 
Mendell and the general faculty of 
Yale College. We regret that we are 
not able to find out just what Profes- 
sor Mendell thought—and tfiinks— 
about this. For the dean was profes- 
sor of Greek and Latin at Yale.

STONE HAS NEW PLAN 
FOR WHEAT CONTROL

WASHINGTON, May 15.—(#)—A 
‘ggestion that the wheat surplus be 
controlled by a plan involving a na- 
tionwide acreage reduction agreement 
was vetoed today by Chairman Stone, 
of the federal farm board. 

Stone, in a letter to State Senator 
KF. J. Wilmer, of Rosalia, Wash., said 
the problem’s’ solution and higher 
prices lay in individual effort toward 
smaller crops. He held as impractical 
control measures which are contingent 
upon participation under contract of 
io per cent of the growers. 

Wilmer, an official of 
Pacific Grain Growers’ 
Association, had advanced a proposa! 
entailing financial aid and moral sup- 
port of the board. It entompassed a 
nationwide campaign to obtain control 
of the next three crop surpluses and 
to limit acreage in 1932 and 19338 by 
n signup of at least 75 per cent of 
the farmers in a surplus control asso- 
ciation with a three-year membership 
contract, 

The chairman outlined 
attitude in these words: 

“We believe it would be impossible, 
even with intensive’ efforts, to get 
enough farmers to co-operate under the 
proposed contracts to give the plan a 
fair chance of success, A uniform na- 
tionwide contract for surplus control 
or acreage reduction would not be ap- 
propriate under widely diverse condi- 
tions, 

“Whatever benefits the plan might 
vield would go most heavily to those 
farmers who did not share in its obli- 
gations. There is no assurance that it 
would actually yield the majority of 
signers better returns for their wheat 
than they will otherwise get. The plan 
would put large additional burdens 
on the agency charged with dispos- 
ing of the surplus, and commit us to a 
continuous policy of export dumping 
that we believe would be prove in- 
jurious to our wheat growers in 
long run,”

Wilmer’s plan would bind a signer, 


to hold on his farm or deliver to the 
sur,‘us association without advance 
payment an amount set by directors 
based on a percentage of the entire 
crop, The delivered grain would be 
sold through the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation in a manner not to 
affect domestic markets, and the sur- 
plus, after handling and transporta- 
tion charges, returned to the growers. 
The contract also would limit 1952 
and 1933 acreages to a percentage de- 
termined by the associations dire- 
tors, 

Stone said the present situation 
would lead farmers to store wheat c' 
their farms, feed it liberally and cut 
acreage, thus reducing the heavy sup- 
plies. He said the board counted upon 
federal, state and farmers’ organiza- 
tions to emphasize these facts, 
“we ar 
as these the difficulties of the situa 
tion will be met and surmounted.” 

“The history of even regional sign 
up campaigns among farmers,’ he 
said, “is extremely discouraging, and 
<o is the evidence of results to farin- 
ers from such campaigns.” 

Because of varying conditions, and 
the reluctance of growers to “sign 
eontracts affecting their future ac- 
tions, particularly where actions two 
vears or more in advance are in- 
volved . Stone said, “it is not 
practical or economically desirable to 
secure adherence to a uniform plan 
of acreage reduction.”

Against the Prohibition Amendment 
tonight outlined their views at a meet- 
ing sponsored by 21 citizens of Ches- 
ter county. 

0. G. Christgau, asststant fo the 
superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
eague, argued that the eighteenth 
amendment is fundamentally sound 
and capable of consistent enforce- 
ment, 

He spoke after Pierre S. du Pont, 
of Wilmington, Del., chairman of the 
executive committee of the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, had urged the “return to a sys- 
tem of state liquor control.” 

Mr. duPont contended the vyoters 
of each state should have the right 
to make their own liquor laws and 
define for themselves what is “intox- 
icating liqnor.” Such laws, he said, 
should refer to a percentage of alco- 
hol, not to the nature of the liquor. 

“I believe there is a demand for 
liquors containing as high as 40 per 
cent aleohol,” he explained, “and that 
no plan can be made successful at 
present unless this demand is recog- 
nized.” 

All liquor, he said, should be sold 
in “sealed bottles only,” but if later 
the continued existence of “%speak- 
easies” indicates a demand for “by 
the glass” sale, there should be a 
change in policies, but only after sev- 
eral years’ trial of a new system. 

He said good service in manufac- 
ture and reasonable prices were the 
only means of driving out the boot- 
legger. 

Mr. Christgau contended that “the 
only constructive parts of any substi- 
tute plan are its prohibitory features.” 
He added “why not retain prohibition 
in its entirety?’ He expressed objec- 
tion to any substitute plan. 

He contended Mr. du Pont’s plan 
would “ereate a class distinetion, those 
supposedly capable of handling liquors 
and those who could not. Prohibition 
applies to all,” he added. “Where 
would the class denied a drinker’s per- 
mit obtain their liquor except from 
an illicit source?”
